AN empty 
brownfield site on 
an industrial estate 
may not be the 
most attractive of 
environments, but 
when lorryloads of 
domestic waste are 
dumped there, it 
becomes 

considerably less 
pleasant. 

The GEM was tipped 
off about the matter, and 
went to investigate. 

Brackla Industrial 
Estate is typical of 
others around the UK: 
busy places filled with 
enterprises that range 
from the small, through 
medium, to large. 

Vehicles and people 
come an go all the time, 
night and day. 

The area in question, 
on Newlands Avenue, 
has been vacant for 
some time. The land 
abuts a housing 
development, Oakwood 
View, which is under 
construction. 

The occasional 
instance of flytipping 
took place, and 
abandoned tyres line and 
litter the entrance. 

Beyond the locked 
gates however, some 50 
yards distant, is a mound 
of waste several yards 
high in places. 

The individual who 
advised The GEM, said 
this: “At different times 
of day, and on a different 
day each time, a large 
tipper truck will pull up 
to the gate. 

“The driver is seen 
making a telephone call, 
and within a few 
minutes, a car or van 
pulls up, and out pops 
the driver, who then 
unlocks the gate. 

“The lorry is driven 
in, the driver dumps his 
load, and then drives 
out.”

Westminster. 

1 WAS humbled 
to dedicate an 
adjournment 
debate to raise the 
issue of paediatric 
cancers of the 
central nervous 
system in 
Westminster in 
memory of Cian 
Case, after he lost 
his battle earlier 
this year. 

Cian was a young, 
gentle, happy young 
boy whose life was lost 
too early. Far too early. 

I was privileged to meet 
Cian at a fundraising 
rugby match in March 
2016. His warmth, his 
sense of humour and his 
joyous nature will live 
with me forever. 

Cancer is a foe that 
we will all have 
experience of. It could 
be a parent, an aunt, an 
uncle, a friend or even 
just someone we happen 
to know in passing. 

There is never a good 
time to get cancer, but, 
it is particularly life¬ 
changing to live through 
a child suffering with 
the condition - let alone 
your child. Something 
Richard and Lorraine, 
Cian’s parents, have had 
to live with. 

Unlike many debates, 
I didn’t bring the topic 
up to swipe at the 
Government or 
condemn someone for 
not doing x or y, in fact 
quite the opposite. I 
brought the debate to 
the chamber to tell 
Cian’s story in the hope 
that all political parties 
can work together and 
get all governments, 
Welsh and UK, to work 
together to help ensure 
that no family has to go 
through what Cian’s 
have. 

I wanted to pay 
tribute to Cian’s parents, 
Richard and Lorraine, 
and all his family for all 


of their bravery and 
courage in the most 
difficult of 
circumstances. I also 
wanted to thank the 
whole community of 
Llanharan and beyond 
whose support for Cian 
has been unwavering. 

Likewise, the staff, 
pupils and parents at 
Llanharan Primary 
School who were so 
supportive to Cian 
throughout his journey 
and have been there for 
his parents and friends 
since. I was privileged 
to attend the memorial 
event they held shortly 
after Cian died. 

Being part of this 
outpouring of love in 
the most tragic of 
circumstances truly was 
a privilege. I want to 
thank Cian’s 
headteacher, Mrs Price, 
all the staff team; all of 
his school friends and 
the wider school 
community for the 
support and generosity 
they have shown Cian 
and his family. 

Cian suffered from an 
atypical rhabdoid (often 
called AT/RT) which 
sadly does not typically 
have good survival 
rates. The key to 


fighting this disease is 
simple: medical 
research. 

The key point I 
stressed in the House of 
Commons was not a 
party-political one. It is 
that we must continue to 
advance our knowledge 
base across the UK and, 
most importantly, 
internationally. 

The sad reality is, 
while we seek to meet 
some of these 
challenges, other 
families like Cian’s may 
sadly suffer the same 
anguish in the future. 
This isn’t something 
that we can simply 
throw money at and it 
will be solved 
overnight. 

But, by steadfastly 
supporting the Eliminate 
Cancer Initiative and 
redoubling our efforts to 
find new treatments 
and, hopefully one day, 
a cure for cancers of the 
central nervous system, 
we can ensure that 
Cian’s legacy lives on. 

Cian was a young 
boy with his whole life 
ahead of him. Let’s 
help to ensure that more 
children survive such 
cancers in his memory.

Union funded 
schemes will 

continue in 

Bridgend county 
borough until 2022 
to try to address the 
problem of more 
than 1,000 young 
people who are not 
in education, 

employment or 
training, or have the 
potential to be in 
that situation. 

Cabinet members 
from Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) have agreed to 
extend both the ‘Inspire 2 
Work’ and ‘Inspire 2 
Achieve’ programmes 
for another four years. 

Using funding from 
the European Social 
Fund, the two 
programmes attempt to 
provide specialist 

support so that young 
people can overcome 
barriers that are 
preventing them from 
leading more productive 
lives. 

A BCBC spokes¬ 
person claimed that both 
programmes - the cost of 
which was not disclosed 
- have made a ‘positive 
impact’ since they began 
in January 2017. 

“The Inspire 2 Work 
programme has worked 
with 188 young people 
aged 16 to 24 years old 
and of the 131 
participants successfully 
engaged with the 
programme, 66 per cent 
have either found work 
or progressed on to 


training or further 
education. What 

happened to the 
remaining 34 per cent 
was not revealed 

The Inspire 2 Achieve 
programme aims to helps 
younger people aged 11 
to 24 who are in 
education or training but 
are at risk of dropping 
out for various reasons. 

Since the programme 
started during the 
2015/16 academic year, 
the number of young 
people who aren’t in 
work or accessing further 
education after leaving 
statutory schooling has 
halved. 

A total of 555 
vulnerable young people 
have been referred to 
receive the intensive 
support offered by 
Inspire 2 Achieve during 
that time. 

Cllr Charles Smith, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and 

education, said: “Both of 
these schemes have made 
a difference to hundreds 
of young people in recent 
years, so we are very 
pleased to approve then- 
extension. 

“The outcomes 

achieved so far 
demonstrate the 

importance of early, 
tailored interventions. 

“Reducing youth 
unemployment and 
inactivity is obviously a 
complex process, but we 
are confident that these 
two schemes will make a 
positive and sustained 
impact.”

Active Travel award 
for Croesty Primary 


CROESTY Primary has become the 
latest school in Bridgend county borough 
to earn the Bronze Active Travel Award 
from Sustrans Cymru, said a 
spokesperson, “...in honour of the way 
pupils and parents are choosing two 
wheels over four to make the daily school 
run”. 

The number of children who usually travel to 
school by car has fallen by 23 per cent over the last 
two years. 

During the same period of time, the percentage of 
pupils cycling to school has quadrupled from six per 
cent to 24 per cent, while there has been a surge in 
the percentage of pupils scooting to school - up 
from two per cent to 26 per cent. 

The school has a group of enthusiastic pupils who 
promote Sustrans Cymru’s Active Journeys 
programme among their classmates. The school 
celebrates ‘Wheelie Wednesday’ every week to 
encourage pupils to cycle or scoot more and have 
also held ‘Glitz your Bike’ and ‘Glitz your Scooter’ 
days, where the young whippersnappers can add a 
bit of ‘bling’ to their wheels. 

Successful grant applications from Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) led to more than 
£1.5m worth of Active Travel improvements have 
been made in Pencoed over the past three years. 

The investment has gone into road safety 
measures, such as creating several new paths that 
can be shared by walkers and cyclists. 

Active Travel will be further boosted in the area 
by the recent announcement that BCBC has been 
awarded an additional £500,000 of Welsh 
Government funding to construct an off-road route 
for pedestrians and cyclists along Coychurch Road 


in Pencoed to complete the link between Coychurch 
and Pencoed Comprehensive School. Work on the 
scheme starts in late October and will be completed 
before the end of March 2019. 

Roger Dutton, Sustrans schools officer, said: “If 
it’s possible to leave your car at home for the school 
run, then doing so is not only beneficial for the 
environment and your children’s health, but it also 
energises them for the start of the school day.” 

Cllr Richard Young, the council’s cabinet 
member for Communities, said: “One of the most 
notable improvements made in Pencoed recently to 
facilitate Active Travel was the creation of a ‘glow 
in the dark’ path through the Woodlands playing 
fields. 

“Because it’s made of a particular surface, it 
harnesses UV light during the day and then gives off 
a gentle light to help make the route visible in the 
dark.” AS

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Take a hike! Hackney 
carriage rises are on 
the way in Bridgend 


PLANS to increase taxi 
fares in Bridgend county 
look set to go ahead after 
cabinet members agreed a 
proposal put forward by 
drivers. 

The increase in fares only 
applies to hackney carriages and 
will begin on December 3, 
provided there are no objections 
during an upcoming 28-day public 
notice period. 

The plans mean if you’re taking 
a hackney carriage between the 
times of 6am and 8pm, you could 
have to pay £1.10 more for a five- 
mile journey, £4.10 more for a 10- 
mile journey and £7.10 more for a 
15-mile journey. 

It means journeys would cost 
up to £10.80 for five miles, £21.80 
for ten miles and £32.80 during 
those times. 

Other tariffs apply to different 
times of day. 

Drivers say they are 
experiencing rising costs in all 
areas such as road tax, insurance 
and taxi licences - and point out 
that the local authority’s tariffs are 
below the national average tariffs 
with the last increase in fares 
being in 2011. 

The proposals came to cabinet 
last September but councillors 
postponed a decision asking for a 
consultation to be carried out 
among drivers. 

Speaking at the cabinet meeting 
on Tuesday, October 23, head of 


Shared Regulatory Services Dave 
Holland said: “Bridgend is one of 
the cheapest places to get a 
hackney carriage - there’s no 
doubt about that but Bridgend 
isn’t one of the richest borough 
counties in England and Wales.” 

He added: “In Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan the rise of apps 
like Uber are now driving 
competition quite significantly 
and putting hackney carriages 
under a lot more pressure to 
operate as efficiently as they can.” 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) regulates the 
maximum fares that can be 
charged to passengers in hackney 
carriages within the county 
borough. 

Drivers are permitted to charge 
less than the meter fare, such as 
for regular customers. 

At the meeting, officers told 
councillors 653 letters and 
questionnaires were sent out to 
drivers in Bridgend on the plans 
but they only received 67 
responses. 

Mr Holland said: “We wrote to 
every driver in the county borough 
and asked them what they thought 
about the four proposals. 

“We had a response rate of just 
over 10 per cent. 

“A total of 23 opted for the first 
proposal with smaller numbers 
choosing the remaining three 
proposals.” 

However 85 per cent of 
respondents said they were in 


support of at least one of the 
proposed increases. 

Approving the recommendation 
to move forward with the public 
notice process and introduce the 
changes from December, cabinet 
member for wellbeing and future 
generations Dhanisha Patel said: 
“The response to the consultation 
is a little bit disappointing but the 
opportunity has been provided. 

“The majority of the responses 
suggest there should be a change. 

“We have to balance the needs 
of the traders and passengers - at 
the next stage passengers will 
have the opportunity to let us 
know what they think.” 

If any objections are received 
during the public notice period, 
BCBC cabinet will need to 
reconsider the changes before they 
begin. 

The charges do not apply to 
private hire vehicles. 

Hackney carriages can be 
hailed in the street or picked up on 
a taxi rank and drivers must use 
the meter to calculate the fare - 
providing the fare begins and ends 
in Bridgend county. 

Those who wish to travel 
outside the Bridgend county 
boundary have to negotiate with 
the driver on the cost of the fare, 
the driver doesn’t have to use the 
meter and payment can be asked 
for up front.

The individual is 
unsure how long this has 
been going on, but 
recalls during the 
summer the rank smell 
coming from the site. 

“Even though there is 
now considerably more 
rubbish here, the 
weather is, thankfully, 
cooler, and so the stench 
- while still awful - is 
not as bad as it was. 

“It makes an eyesore 
worse, and goodness 
knows what it will be 
like for the residents of 
the housing 
development if this 
dumping continues.” 

The individual said 
they and others had 
contacted both their 
local borough 
councillors, and 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

Tom Giffard, one of 
Brackla Ward’s 
councillors, spoke to 
The GEM. 

Cllr Giffard said: 
“Constituents have been 
in touch with me, 
concerned about the 
dumping of waste in the 
area, which could 
potentially be illegal. 

“Once I became 
aware of the situation, I 
reported it to council 
officers who are looking 



into it as we speak. 

“Having visited the 
area myself, not only is 
it a significant eyesore, 
but is also causing a 
distressing odour for 
everyone that lives and 
works in the area. 

“At present, we aren’t 
completely sure who is 
responsible for this 
dumping, but I would 
urge them to stop this 
completely in the short 
term, and get in touch 
with the council’s 
planning department to

ensure they have the 
necessary permissions to 
do so.” 

The GEM asked 
BCBC for comment, and 
to answer a number of 
questions: if the land is 
owned privately, or by a 
public-sector body? 

Who is carrying out the 
dumping, and is it legal, 
or not? 

A spokesperson for 
BCBC replied: “The 
council has investigated 
this dumping on private 
land, but because of the 
scale of it, the matter 
has now been referred to 
Natural Resources Wales 
for investigation.”

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Speech therapy 
helps Simon 
regain his voice 
after operation 



Bridgend^s Simon Green at the Diversity

HIS voice was his 
life and his passion 
- but after surgery 
to remove a 
devastating tumour, 
public speaker 
Simon Green was 
left with a stammer. 

Surgeons could not 
remove the tumour in its 
entirety but the 42-year- 
old from Bridgend is still 
making great progress 
with his speech. He 
spoke to more than 1,000 
people at the National 
Diversity Awards, raising 
awareness of stuttering 
and helping others by 
sharing his story. 

Simon believes he will 
make further progress 
with the support of the 
Adult Speech and 
Language Therapy team 
at Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend. 

When he was 11 years 
old, Simon was told he 
had neurofibromatosis, 
which caused bowel 
problems and damage to 
his sciatic nerves and 
bones, resulting in the 
permanent use of a 
wheelchair. 

But it wasn’t until 
early this year, when he 
felt particularly unwell, 
that the brain tumour was 
detected. He said: “I was 
vomiting most mornings 
and I stupidly put it down 
to other health problems. 

“Once or twice a year, 
I go to London to the 
neurofibromatosis clinic 
in Guys Hospital. I told 
them I was also getting 
pain in my back so they 
organised an MRI on my 
back and spine. I had the 
scan and sadly it was 
confirmed I had a brain 
tumour. 

“Further tests showed 
it was fortunately only a 
grade one mass and 
hadn’t spread from other 
areas of the body.” He 
was told the tumour was 
inoperable, but after two 
months, when the 
symptoms got worse, 
surgeons decided to 
operate - although they 
could not remove the 
entire tumour. 

He said: “They 

informed me I may be 
paralysed or incontinent 
after. Thankfully neither 
of these happened but 
while they got more out 
than expected, they did 
not get it all and some is 
left in the brain.” 

He then noticed a 


difference with his 
speech. He explained: 
“While in hospital, I 
noticed I couldn’t speak 
properly. 

“Some words I just 
could not get out, 
especially when I needed 
to ask staff for 
something. The 

stuttering and 

stammering were a pain. 
I am used to chairing 
meetings with 40-odd 
people in my role as chair 
of Bridgend Coalition of 
Disabled people, 

normally with no issue. 

“I also work to raise 
awareness about hate 
crimes and speak to large 
rooms of people and this 
was proving difficult. I 
even found ordering a 
taxi or a cup of coffee 
hard.” 

The adult speech and 
language therapy team 
offers a service for 
patients with an acquired 
dysfluency following a 
severe incident, such as 
brain injury or stroke. 
He began seeing 

therapist Gina Rooke at 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital in July this year. 

Gina said: “When I 
first met Simon he was 
able to communicate 
well; however, his 
stammer affected the 
fluency of his everyday 
speech. 

“As he speaks to large 
groups of people in his 
various roles, he found 
the stammer very 
frustrating, but it did not 
impact on his confidence 
or drive to improve it. 

“Therapy has targeted 


identifying strategies that 
Simon can use during 
public speaking to 
improve the fluency of 
his speech. This has 
included planning and 
practising set phrases and 
reducing the rate of his 
speech. 

“I see Simon every 
few weeks, which will 
make up a block of 
therapy of six sessions. 
At the start of the block, 
Simon was assessed and 
we discussed goals that 
he wanted to work 
towards. Simon has 
made good progress in 
therapy.” 

With these new 
strategies to help him, 
Simon was in good 
spirits and recently 
travelled to Liverpool for 
the National Diversity 
Awards. He gave a 
speech to more than 
1,000 people. 

He said: “Normally 
this wouldn’t bother me, 
but I was extremely 
nervous. I did okay 
though, as I took my time 
and was slower. 

“I got through it and I 
need to thank Gina for 
this. I am also due to 
make a speech to 
Assembly Members in 
the Senedd and feel more 
confident about this. 

“My voice is my life. 
Although frustrating, I 
am pleased this is all I 
have to deal with and I 
trust it will improve 
more. I just hope I hear 
good news from the 
hospital soon about the 
rest of my tumour.” 


High Court date for

“Michael Mansfield and his team 


will argue the merits of the case for a 
judicial review. The Department for 
Work and Pensions will oppose any 
judicial review. The judge will then 
decide whether it can go ahead. 

“The granting of a two-hour hearing 
is significant in the sense that the court 
has decided that the merits of both 
sides of the argument must be 
examined thoroughly.”

A TEAM of South 


Wales firefighters 
have again proved 
themselves World 
Champions, 
winning the World 
Rescue 
Organisation 
Challenge for the 
third year in 
succession. 

Current world 
champions and national 
champions South Wales 
Fire and Rescue Service, 
Bridgend Extrication 
Team, made the trip to 
Capetown, South Africa 
last week (October 
22-26) to compete in the 
annual event, taking on 
30 of the best teams 
from 17 countries across 
the globe. 

The team were 
challenged to tackle a 
number of difficult 
scenarios across three 
disciplines; a Rapid 
event - 10 minute 
scenario with one 
casualty; a Standard 
event - 20 minute 
scenario with one 
casualty, and a 30 
minute Complex 
scenario with two 
casualties. 

It was an opportunity 
for the team to display 
the skills they use in 
their everyday job 
keeping the people of 
south Wales safe. 

This was the sixth 
time the team have taken 
the world title and 
follows months of 
intense training and 
preparation. 

Their superb win 
comes just weeks after 
the team retained their 
national title as winners 
of the United Kingdom 
Rescue Organisation 
Challenge, a title they 
have won five times, this 
year battled out on home 
soil at Cardiff Bay. 

They have now 
created history with the 
team winning back to 
back championships of 
Wales, UK and World 
competitions in three 
consecutive years. 

The team members - 


SM Andrew Morgan, 

SM Roger Magan, CM 
Les Evans, WM Allyn 
Hosey, CM Huw Hughes 
and FF Matthew 
Greenman - scored 
highly in all elements of 
the challenge with team 
captain SM Andrew 
Morgan again being 
awarded the accolade of 
Best Incident 
Commander with SM 
Roger Magan and CM 
Les Evans being placed 
second in Medical 
Rescue category.

Morgan, said: “It is an 
absolute honour to

THE roads to Barry 
Island will be busy 
on the evening of 
Saturday, 
November 3 for the 
firework display.

last decade or more 
(with Sacha Baron 
Cohen at one point 
growing the famous 
moustache), but now, 
with Rami Malek 
playing Mercury, 
Bohemian Rhapsody 
hits the big screen. 

It tells the story of 
how Mercury, Brian 
May (Gwilym Lee), 
Roger Taylor (Ben 
Hardy) and John 
Deacon (Joseph 
Mazello) went from 
being a small band to 
the mighty Queen, 
chronicling the period 
up until their famous 
performance at Live Aid 
in 1985 and digging 
beneath the surface to 
see how they got there... 

Given its protracted 
creative process, 
Bohemian Rhapsody 
was hit with one final 
gut punch when original 
director Bryan Singer 
was removed from the 
film with two weeks left 
of filming. With Dexter 
Fletcher handling the 
remaining filming, there 
was a sense that all was 
not well within the 
camp of Bohemian 
Rhapsody. 

It’s a controversy that 


has little to no effect on 
the finished film, a 
piece of work that plays 
like the greatest hits of 
Queen, reluctant to dig 
too deeply into the more 
troubled times; 
however, it’s a film that 
is thoroughly 
captivating and 
shamelessly crowd¬ 
pleasing. 

The shoes of Freddie 
Mercury were not likely 
to be filled easily, but 
Rami Malek is 
absolutely sensational 
as the imperious singer. 

Much like all biopics, 
the central performance 
needs to evoke the 
person concerned 
without resorting to 
cheap imitation and 
Malek is pitch-perfect, 
nailing the larger-than- 
life charisma and 
mannerisms of the 
public Freddie, but also 
showing a vulnerability 
and tenderness that was 
never truly visible on 
stage. 

It’s a performance 
that is transformative, 
one that allows you to 
suspend disbelief and 
draw you into the story 
being told. If the rise of 
the band is one that 


feels a little rushed 
(they go from playing a 
students’ union to being 
the Queen we all know 
in about five minutes), 
once we get into the 
fame game the film 
becomes all that more 
thrilling. 

While it doesn’t get 
its hands as dirty as it 
could (the presence of 
Brian May and Roger 
Taylor as executive 
producers possibly 
hampering that), it does 
touch upon some of the 
darker moments of the 
band’s life, although 
these are seemingly 
always undercut with 
one band member 
offering a cheesy “Hey, 
I’ve got a song idea...” 
that invariably heals all 
wounds. 

Around Malek, the 
performances are solid, 
though understandably 
feel less essential to the 
story. The three 
members of Queen all 
essay their roles well 
(the Brian May hair is 
spot on) and have a 
little more to do than 
merely stand in 
Freddie’s shadow, the 
family ethos of the band 
extending to the 


chemistry between them 
all. 

Lucy Boynton as 
Freddie’s lifelong love 
Mary feels a little 
undercooked, often 
being used as narrative 
chess piece to 
manoeuvre his story 
around, but her 
performance is likeable 
enough as a woman 
whose heart is broken 
but stays in the singer’s 
orbit, seemingly for his 
benefit more than hers. 

Given that he helmed 
all bar two weeks of the 
film, any joins between 
Bryan Singer and 
Dexter Fletcher are 
barely visible, and 
while the film (in the 
early part at least) is 
hamstrung visually by 
some slightly iffy CGI 
backgrounds. Singer 
eventually finds his 
rhythm to deliver a film 
that is only sparingly 
showy, but, come the 
Live Aid concert that 
the film is framed 
around, delivers an 
astounding replication 
of that epic concert 
which also highlights 
just how close Malek et 
al have come to their 
real life counterparts. 


With a soundtrack 
that was always going 
to deliver, this is a film 
that is designed to 
please and tell the story, 
in the main, of one of 
the greatest frontmen in 
the history of music. To 
that end it more than 
delivers, and while 
Bohemian Rhapsody 
may not delve too 
deeply into the 
backwaters of Queen, it 
still manages to hit the 
high notes. 

VERDICT: It plays 
like a ‘best of ’ Queen, 
skimming over the 
deeper cuts for the hits 
- but Bohemian 
Rhapsody knows 
exactly how to play 
those hits to perfection. 
A crowd-pleasing look 
at one of the enduring 
bands of all time. Rami 
Malek is sensational as 
Freddie Mercury and 
the other performances 
pass muster as well. 
Recommended.

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Mixed news for workers 
at Bridgend Engine Plant

THE five-day 
shutdown of one of 
the lines at Ford’s 
Bridgend Engine 
Plant began on 
October 29, when 
production of 
engines for Jaguar 
Land Rover (JLR) 
cars came to a 
temporary halt. 

The shutdown is part 
of action by JLR that 
includes temporary 
closures or reduced 
working at two of its 
manufacturing plants in 
the West Midlands at 
Solihull and Castle 
Bromwich. 

The action is in 
response to recent poor 
sales in a number of 
markets, including 
North America and 
Asia, specifically China, 
but also incorporates 
what JLR has described 


as routine and schedule 
halts for maintenance. 

In October, JLR 
reported total retail 
sales of 57,114 vehicles 
in September 2018, 
down 12.3 per cent year 
on year despite what a 
spokesperson called 
“...strong sales for new 
models” including the 
Range Rover Velar and 
the Jaguar I-PACE and 
E-PACE. 

Sales in China, 
however, dropped by 
46.2 per cent, as 
ongoing market 
uncertainty resulting 
from import duty 
changes held back 
consumer demand. 

JLR sales were down 
a more modest 0.8 per 
cent in the UK and 4.7 
per cent in Europe, 
which saw large 
industry declines of 
20.5 per cent in the UK 
and 31 per cent in

The JLR 

spokesperson said: 

“This relates, primarily, 
to the timing of new 
WLTP (Worldwide 
Harmonised Light 
Vehicle Test Procedure) 
homologation rules as 
well as reduced diesel 
demand.” 

In North America, 
JLR sales were 6.9 per 
cent lower, largely 
reflecting lower 
industry sales (down 5.5 
per cent) and reduced 
incentives on Jaguar 
saloon vehicles, 
although Land Rover 
had a record September 
with sales up 7.3 per 
cent. 

The spokesperson 
said: “As part of the

“The decision to 
introduce a two-week 
shutdown period later

“Customer orders in 
the system will not be 
impacted and 
employees affected will 
be paid for the duration 
of the shutdown. 

A spokesperson for 
Pord of Britain told The 
GEM: “We have 
initiated five days’ 
downtime on one of our 
production lines at 
Bridgend Engine Plant, 
but we cannot comment 
further on the shutdown 
as we are a supplier to 
JLR.” 

On the same day as 
the JLR line was halted, 
news of a new line 
opening at the Pord 
plant was released. 

Production has now 
begun of an all-new, 
technologically- 
advanced, fuel-efficient 
petrol engine at the 
Bridgend Engine Plant. 

The three-cylinder, 

1.5-litre EcoBoost 
engine, which debuts in 
the Piesta ST and new

support. 

“I’m personally very 
proud to see production 
start of this all-new 
engine, here in 
Bridgend, said Wallace 
Yearwood, plant 
manager.

Views on Welsh- 
lan§^age 
education for 
ASD pupils sought 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is 
inviting views on a 
proposal to 
establish more 
specialist learning 
facilities for 
youngsters with a 
diagnosis of autistic 
spectrum disorders 
(ASD). 

Having already 
established provision at 
Pencoed Primary 
School, Maesteg 
Comprehensive School 
and Ysgol Gyfun 
Gymraeg Llangynwyd, 
the council is now 
proposing to set up a 
Teaming resource 
centre’ at Ysgol Gynradd 
Gymraeg Calon y 
Cymoedd. This is the 
new name for Ysgol 
Gynradd Gymraeg Cwm 
Garw when it relocates 
to Betws. 

The proposed centre 
would enable young 
children who have a 
diagnosis of ASD to 
remain at a Welsh- 
medium primary school. 

Constmction work on 
the school is due to 
complete in time for the 
New Year, and the 
learning resource centre 
could open in April 
2019, catering for a 
maximum of eight 
pupils. 

Cabinet Members 
from the council have 
agreed to consult 
formally with the 
parents, staff and 
governing body of the 
school and other 
interested parties to 
gather their views on the 
proposal. 

Cllr Charles Smith, 
the council’s Cabinet 
Member for Education 
and Regeneration, said: 
“Last year, there was 
overwhelming support 
for a Welsh-medium 
learning resource centre 
to be established at 
Ysgol Gyfun Gymraeg 
Llangynwyd. 

“Having set that up, 
the logical next step is to 
create similar provision 
at one of the Welsh 
medium feeder schools. 
Due to its central 
location in the county 
borough, we feel that the 
new school is ideally 
placed for this. 

“The new learning 
resource centre would be 
an integrated part of the 
mainstream school, 
providing an 
environment in which 
pupils can develop and 
thrive within their peer 
group and have normal 
access to mainstream 
curriculum when 
appropriate.” 

Cabinet members 
have also agreed for a 
consultation to be held 
over the possible closure 
of the local authority’s 
nurture provision at 
Betws Primary School 
on March 31,2019. 

It is proposed that the 
four pupils who 
currently attend the 
nurture provision should 


either reintegrate back 
into their mainstream 
schools so that they can 
be taught as close to 
home as possible, or 
move to the Bridge 
Alternative Provision at 
the Bryncethin Campus. 

However, Cllr 
Carolyn Webster, who is 
chair of BCBC’s 
Scrutiny Committee 
One, which deals with in 
part with education 
scrutiny, “remained 
cautious” about the 
proposal. 

She said: “While I 
welcome this proposal 
which will enable 
children with ASD to 
enter into a Welsh 
medium primary school 
in the borough, I remain 
cautious about overall 
funding for children with 
Additional Learning 
Needs (ALN) across the 
borough with the soon- 
to-be implemented ALN 
Bill. 

“Given the recent 
comments from 
Labour’s Local 
Government Secretary 
Alun Davies*, BCBC, 


currently facing real- 
terms cuts from the 
Labour run Welsh 
Government, will find it 
increasingly difficult to 
ensure that all children, 
regardless through which 
language they are taught, 
are protected from 
feeling the hard pinch on 
their schools’ budget.” 

*Mr Davies, during a 
BBC radio debate, said 
that councillors should 
stop “complaining”, 
which led to heated 
comments from the 
Welsh Local 
Government 
Association. 

His remarks followed 
pleas for more funds for 
councils ahead of real- 
terms cuts to local 
authority budgets. Mr 
Davies said: “I’ve had a 
lot of councillors coming 
to me like Oliver Twists 
over the past few weeks 
[asking] ‘Can we have 
some more?’.”

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GP triage 
service to 
be piloted 
in the Vale 


THE Vale Council 
has helped secure 
funds for the 
Cardiff and Vale 
Region from a £100 
million Wales-wide 
Transformation 
Grant for a series of 
health and social 
care initiatives. 

Welsh Government 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Health Vaughan Gething 
attended Redlands 
Surgery in Penarth last 
week to launch the 
Transformation Fund for 
Health and Social Care. 

The surgery is 
anticipated to be the pilot 
location for one of the 
projects, a GP Triage 
system offering patients 
access to a range of 
wellbeing services 
including pharmacy, 
physiotherapy, 
occupational therapy, 
social services and 
housing advice. 

It is hoped that this 
can improve patient 
outcomes by creating a 
single point of access for 
health and social care 
enquiries and divert 
people away from GP 
appointments or home 
visits unless medically 
necessary. 

Patients also benefit 
from a joined-up 
approach from healthcare 
professionals, which they 
can easily transfer 
between. 

The single point of 


access will be a central 
hub for enquiries and 
involving a booking 
system, which will likely 
be hosted at the contact 
centre based within the 
Vale Council. 

Run in partnership 
with the University 
Health Board, it is not 
thought any other local 
authority is working with 
independent contractors 
to manage demand and 
public expectations in 
this manner. 

In addition to the GP 
triage system, other 
schemes that will benefit 
from funding include an 
initiative to free up 
hospital bed space by 
having patients assessed 
at home and another 
which will see GPs refer 
patients to services in 
their community rather 
than turning to medical 
solutions.

St Donat’s will no 
longer host major 
storytelling festival 


THE Beyond the Border 
International Storytelling 
Festival (BTB) has released a 
statement about the future of 
the festival and its location. 

The festival, which celebrated its 
25th anniversary last year at St Donat’s 
Castle in the Vale was “...deeply 
saddened to announce that the festival 
will no longer take place at the venue 
and they are cancelling next year’s 
event in June 2019”. 

The BTB team released a statement 
on its website that said: ‘We are 
extremely disappointed and sad to 
announce that due to circumstances 
beyond our control. Beyond the Border 
Festival 2019 will no longer take place 
at St Donats. 

“Atlantic College is no longer able 
to host the festival that was planned for 
June 2019. We are actively looking for 
a new venue for the future. 

‘While we feel sadness and 
frustration, as St Donats has been 
BTB’s home for 25 years, we also feel 
excited about the opportunities and 
positive changes a new venue will 
bring. 

BTB said that the festival has grown 
year on year attracting over 2,500 
festival goers each year, and in 2018 
more watched the streaming across the 
world online. 

However, according to its Report of 
the Trustees and Financial Statements 
for the Year Ended 31 March 2017 on 
the Charity Commission website, it 


posted a defecit of some £107,000 after 
the 2016 event. 

Trustees claimed that several major 
factors contributed to it not meeting its 
financial goals for the festival. 

It ''...noticed an immediate and 
dramatic drop in ticket sales after the 
surprise Brexit Referendum result on 
23rd June and a similarly lower than 
expected sale of tickets on the gate 
over the festival weekend. 

"We feel the Brexit referendum 
result affected people’s desire to spend 
during what was an extremely 
uncertain period with the festival being 
held just eight days later.” 

Also detailed in the statement was 
that costs were "...higher than 
budgeted with some unavoidable 
increases in certain areas”. 

"For example, after a review with 
local Police we were strongly advised 
to heighten security staff presence at 
the festival throughout the weekend 
and given the wider narrative around 
security concerns for public events it 
was advice we felt we could not 
ignore.” 

In 2018, BTB appointed a new 
artistic director, Naomi Wilds, and 
company manager, Amy Morgan. 

In a statement, Ms Wilds said: “We 
are already visiting interesting sites 
and are having some exciting 
conversations regarding future events 
and festivals with potential hosts.” 

Atlantic College was approached for 
a comment, but none was received by 
the given deadline.

(October 25). 

At Southwell, 

Vaughan’s six-year-old 
Chozen, partnered by 
stable jockey Alan Johns, 
took the opening 
Toals.Com Handicap 
Chase when beating 
Cybalko by half-a-length 
and was returned at odds 
of 11-2. 

Vaughan also trained 
the third horse home, 33- 
1 shot Cap St Vincent. 

Later in the afternoon 
his Trixster, a previous 
winner, was beaten some 
four-and-a-half lengths 
by Vinnie Lewis in the 
Toals.Com Novices 
Hurdle. 

In the following 
Toals.Com Conditional 
Jockeys’ Handicap 
Hurdle Vaughan’s nine- 
year-old Lord Ferndale, 
partnered by Bridgend’s 
Connor Brace, was 
beaten just a head after 
making a mistake at the 
last by the well-fancied

Williams was in action 
at Ludlow where he is the 
top trainer and his five- 
year-old Court Royale, 
under stable jockey 
Adam Wedge, won the 
opening ASE 30th Year 
Birthday Novice’s 
Hurdle when coming 
home two-and-a-half 
lengths ahead of Gortroe 
Joe. 

Williams’ daughter 
Isabel took third place on 
Burn Baby Byrne behind 
Pique Rock and Little 
Miss Darsi in the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association Mares’ 
Novices Hurdle and 
finished runner-up on 
AbbeyGrey behind Hoke 
Colburn in the A Plush 
‘Flush’ Amateur Riders’ 
Handicap Chase, beaten 
one-and-a-quarter 
lengths after being 
carried out three fences 
from the finish.

ON Saturday, 
October 27 lock 
forward Jonathan 
Stoker {inset) made 
his 250th recorded 
first XV appearance 
for Bridgend 

Athletic RFC in the 
15-10 second round 
National Plate Cup 
win at Dowlais. 

In all he has made 287 
senior appearances, 
scoring 10 tries, and is 
ninth on the all-time 
Athletic list of senior 
appearances. All being 
well he will join the eight 
Athletic stalwart players 
with 300-plus 

appearances - alongside 
the top two of leader 
Stuart Morris and 
second-placed Wayne 
Eooks and Simon 
Mustoe, Paul Rees, Huw 
Hathaway, Tony 

Griffiths, Martin Morris 
and Gary Dalton - later 
this season. 

Jonathan made 18 
second XV appearances 
in season 2000-2001. 
Unfortunately, no records 
exist for seasons 2001- 
2003. 

In season 2003-2004 
he was a regular in the 
first XV, making 22 
appearances that season 
and crossing for three 



tries. 

Along with current 
first XV prop Wayne 
Eooks and club backs 
coach Stuart Morris, 
Jonathan helped the club 
gain promotion from the 
old Division 2 West to 
the old Eirst Division that 
season. 

The club also reached 
the fourth round of the 
Konika Minolta Cup 
(currently Welsh Cup), 
won by Neath that season 
and open to all clubs in 
Wales. 

It is testament to his 
playing prowess and 
fitness that 15 years after 
his first XV debut 
Jonathan is still a first 
XV regular. 

He was the only player 
to play in all 24 first XV 
fixtures last season and 
has started all eight first 
XV games to date this 


season. 

Jonathan has remained 
a good friend of Lee 
Byrne before and after 
his rise to rugby stardom.

Jonathan as one of his 
regular drinking buddies 
along with the legendary 
late All Black Jerry 
Collins in his recent book

Sainsbury - team mates 
and still best friends off 
the field. 

Jonathan was also
